Oklahoma-Kansas, usually classified as 
the Mid-Continent fields, produce ap 
proximately 70 per cent of the high grade 
crude of the country, and for this reason 
this territory has come to be the center 
of the oil industry of the United States 
It was, therefore, important when the 
Mid-Continent Oil & Gas Association, 
February 23rd, adopted resolutions sug- 
gesting to the purchasing agencies the 
necessity for advancing the price of credit 
balance quotations to stimulate wildcatting 


and further development in the face of de- 


clining production, as well as drains upon

There had been no response when this 
was written to the resolution, though the

Oil To Be 90 Per Cent

WASHINGTON, March 18—All

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State Power Over Rates 
Left In Railroad Law 


By Special Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, March 14—Amend- 
ed so as to deprive the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission of power to suspend 
tariffs proposing new rates or changes, 
but leaving the power of state commis- 
sions over proposed changes in rates 
unimpaired, the administration’s rail- 
road control and compensation bill was 
finally agreed to in both houses of 
Congress today. 

The last parliamentary step was for the 
House of Representatives to adopt the 
report of the conferees who were ap- 
pointed to harmonize the differences be- 
tween the two houses. 

The power to order changes in rates, 
after formal hearing, remains in both fed- 
eral and state commissions. 

Everything in the matter of rate-making 
goes back to that period in the history of 
regulation between 1906 and 1910.

On formal complaint the Commission 
may set aside a presidential rate, even as 
it has authority to set aside a railroad- 
made rate. That is the law. How it will 
work is an entirely different question. The 
President appoints Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners. During the remainder of 
his term he will have the appointing of 
successors to three of the nine. 


President's Power Potent 

Of course in the event there should be a 
political revolution in 1920, the appoint- 
ment he would make in December 1920 
would be held up, as was the appointment 
made by President Taft in December 1912, 
so his appointing power would hang over 
the heads of only the men to be appointed 
in 1918 and 1919. 

Upon that statement of facts, the cynical 
man might say that there is not a 
chance of the Commissioners ever over- 
turning a rate made by the President and 
prescribing one in accordance with their 
judgment, especially so long as five of 
the nine Commissioners are of the same 
political faith as the President. 

The state commissions, however, have 
the power to suspend tariffs and to make 
rates for application within their states. 
The Federal Commission, however, has the 
power to say that a state rate so made, 
unduly discriminates against interstate 
commerce. However, the supreme court 
just recently, in the Illinois rate case, said 
that a blanket pronouncement by the fed- 
eral regulating body that state rates are 
unduly discriminatory is not sufficient to 
wipe out state rates; that it must show 
wherein there is undue discrimination by 
means of evidence that would be admis- 
sible in a court of law. That ruling holds 
the federal body down to a close attention 
to its knitting and deprives it of the power 
to slash state rates right and left. 

During the fight on the compensation 
bill, the railroad administration disclosed 
to the state commissions its desire to have 
them wiped off the face of the earth.

The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of considering: 

Ist. A better understanding concern- 
ing the furnishing of aviation naphtha 
under the British specifications and test 
required, the terminal expenses con- 
nected therewith, and the quantities to 
be furnished by the several members of 
this Association. 

2nd. The contribution to the large 
quantity of motor gasoline for the 
allies, to be delivered on board ship 
within the next 90 days. 

3rd. The prompt furnishing of sup- 
plies of fuel oil to parties complaining 
to the Oil Director of a lack of such 
supplies, and referred by the Oil Direc- 
tor to the War Service Committee for 
attention; and the agency thru which 
such furnishing should be accomplished. 

4th. The effect that the proposed 
change in regulations, governing li- 
censees furnishing fuel oil, would have 
upon the members of the National Pe- 
troleum Association, having due regard 
to their situation, ability to supply, etc. 

The Association gave assurance that 
the members would fully respond to 
any arrangements by President Messer.

Radical steps towards changing 
existing specifications for lubri- 
cating oils with which the oil trade 
is familiar, with the end in view of 
giving the government tests which 
will give an accurate measure of 
what an oil will do in a particular 
service, have been made the past 
year. That work has been largely 
done by C. W. Stratford, now 
president of the Dixie Chemical 
Corporation, Petersburg, Va., well 
known to the oil industry as the 
inventor of Veedol, the brand of 
lubricant put out by the Tide 
Water Oil Company. 

That study has resulted in the 
presenting of a series of tests in 
which gravity and flash point have 
been dropped, and an oxidation test 
and a test for distillation under 
vacuum substituted. It is possible 
that specifications based on these 
tests will be drawn for lubricating 
oils purchased by the government 
for airplane and automobile and 
truck service. 

These investigations were sug- 
gested by the Automobile Products 
Section of the Council of National 
Defense in the search for lubricants 
for airplane engines. They were 
conducted principally by Mr. Strat- 
ford, with the assistance of the 
Tide Water Oil Company’s chem- 
ists and laboratories and with the 
help of the Bureau of Standards 
and Bureau of Mines.

Mr. William A. Hall, a_ well 
known petroleum technologist, has 
taken exception to an article by 
Dr. Roy Cross, head of the Kansas 
City testing laboratories, appearing 
in the January 16th issue of PE- 
TROLEUM NEWS, iii which Dr.

Cal. Paraffin Wax 


By Special Correspondent. 
LOS ANGELES, March 14.—The 


refinery from Standard Oil Company of 
California is manufacturing parafhin wax 
candles at the El Segundo refinery from 
Calitornia crude oil. Later, other wax 
products will be made, thus replacing with 
California goods all paraffin articles here- 
tofore imported from the east. The de- 
mand for candles in the rural districts, in 
the mines of California, Nevada and Ari- 
zona, and in the churches, is large. There 
is quite a little wax exported, too, from 
Pacific Coast ports 3 

With the increasing difficulty of getting 
eastern supplies, the Standard has been 
experimenting for more than a year in the 
commercial utilization of the wax, some 
of which is found in all California 
asphalt-base crude, and which has been 
always in the past thrown away. 

rhe oil used is the Fullerton-Whittier 
product which has been found so full of 
wax that the company has had continually 
to scrape out its pipe line in order to op- 
erate. However, the oil is not the true 
parathn oil otf Pennsylvania, although 
there is some in parts of California 
closely resembling that product \mong 
such oils is that of some of the Fillmore 
and South Mountain wells in Ventura 
county, from which the Ventura refinery 
at Fillmore is also starting to make par- 
affin wax.

The enormous success of the McMan 
Company, started by four “tenderfeet,” 
who employed geologists from the outset, 
and of the giant Empire Company, who 
have over two hundred men on their geo- 
logical department, are shining examples 
of the tremendous profits that can be won 
by the aid of geology, and these are young 
companies that were started by men who 
had not been born and reared in the oil 
business.

City Eases Up On 
Gasoline Standard 


By Special Correspondent. 

LOS ANGELES, March 15.—After 
a great deal of effort on the part of Cali- 
fornia refiners, the automobile clubs of 
southern California, motor car dealers’ as- 
sociations, and finally the United States 
Commission for the Conservation of Fuel 
Oil, the city council of Los Angeles has 
been prevailed upon to amend the ordin- 
ance which permitted the sale in that city 
of only such a high grade of gasoline for 
motor fuel that at times during the past 
few months there has actually been a 
shortage 

Among other restrictions the old ordin- 
ance provided that no gasoline having an 
end point of more than 380 degrees 
Fahrenheit should be sold in Los Angeles. 
The present statute allows fuel with an 
’ yoint of not higher than 400 degrees, 
and it also provides that the gasoline shall 
measure up to the following distillation 
aa 

Twenty per cent must be distilled over 
at not over 230 degrees Fahrenheit, 50 per

HY should not official Washington prac- 

tise some of what it is preaching to 
American business and wake up to the fact we 
are in the world’s greatest war; to forget and 
discard business methods and procedure of the 
past peace times and to put their industries on 
a war-time basis? 

With Oil Controller Requa making a plea for 
statisticians for his branch of the fuel ad- 
ministration to compile the figures Requa and 
the Petroleum War Service Committee must 
have to supervise the distribution of petroleum 
products to this country and the Allied nations, 
along comes the Census Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce with a report on Petroleum 
Refining in 1914. It must have taken a staff of 
men some time tc dig out the figures there pre- 
sented and arrange them. 

Nineteen-fourteen is ancient history. 
is a gulf of infinite width and depth between 
the period before the Kaiser drew the sword 
and the present. In the ordinary course of busi- 
ness, without the war, it is doubtful how much 
value to the men in the oil industry figures 
three years old would be. And now, with the 
past year even no guide as to the future, the 
oil industry with its eyes on the future and 
straining every effort to meet the needs that 
will arise tomorrow, is invited to sit down and 
read what happened in the 1914 of another 
world. 

How much greater would be the value of the 
Census Bureau’s statisticians’ services were 
they to be applied in aiding to solve the prob- 
lems of the present?

OR years the oil industry has been fighting 

discrminatory freight rates and pointing out 
that petroleum and its products are paying 
twice the average rate paid by all other prod- 
ucts. So what the government will charge 
periodicals for transporting them thru the mails 
after June 1, in comparison with other charges 
for similar or greater service, should be of 
equal interest to the industry. 

Under a system of zone postage rates for 
periodicals, trade papers, etc., which system 
displaces the present lc a pound rate apply- 
ing to all parts of the country, the government 
would charge up to 100 per cent more, for 
illustration, than express rates on perishable 
food to the same points. The new government 
rate on which these comparisons are made ap- 
plies on the advertising sections of the paper. 


A little lower rate applies on the reading sec- 
tion, but for illustration, the Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press Company, quoting its latest rates, would 
carry butter or chickens from any point in 
Ohio to New York City for 234¢ a pound, 
whereas the government will charge THE PE- 
TROLEUM NEWS for carrying its advertis- 
ing pages from Cleveland to New York City, 
after June 1, 5c a pound or twice as much, 
yet obviously there is not the same measure of 
service in handling the periodical as in han- 
dling the butter or chickens, especially when 
it is considered that THE PETROLEUM 
NEWS is routed at its own expense, put in the 
mail sacks that do not have to be broken until 
they reach their destination, when they are 
broken up for city delivery, and carried either 
to the post-office or direct to the train, as the 
post-office authorities may elect, all at the 
expense of THE PETROLEUM NEWS, 
whereas the express company will call for the 
butter or chickens as well as make the de- 
livery. 

For shipping eggs and chickens from points 
in Indiana to New York City, the express com- 
pany charges 3'%c a pound, yet on the advertis- 
ing pages of periodicals, the government would 
charge 6c a pound. On shipments of honey 
from Wisconsin to New York City the express 
company charges 3.9c a pound as against the 
proposed government charge on neat, clean 
periodicals of 6c a pound. 

The express company will carry nuts all 
the way from Arkansas to New York City for 
4.6c a pound. The government wants 7c for 
carrying periodicals the same distance. Nuts 
from Texas to New York City would cost 6.3c 
a pound when carried by the express company, 
while at the same time the government wants 
9c a pound for carrying the periodicals. 

These are fair examples of the unfairness of 
the government rate on periodicals. Express 
companies make their rates pay them a profit. 
The government and post-office officials insist 
that the rates which they are about to assess 
on periodicals will not pay them a profit. If 
such is the case, if you were the judge, which 
one should be criticized for its inefficiency? 

It is such injustices as these that the pub- 
lishers of the country want their readers to 
protest to the government about.
